Report of School Board 


The passing of another year makes it necessary for the School 
Board to report to the citizens of the town the present condition of 
the schools, as we see them, and the outlook for the year to come. 

In general, the schools have been satisfactory alike to parents 
pupils and School Board, in fact we know of but one instance where 
there has been any trouble, and that was caused by interference of 
parents instead of incompetence of the teacher. 

It should be remembered, that during school hours, the teacher 
has absolute legal control of her pupils, and if parents interfere 
they are as much out of place as any other person who disturbs a 
school. We trust there will be no recurrence of this class of. 
trouble, as any complaint against a teacher should be made to the 
School Board, who alone has authority to censure a teacher for 
conduct in the school room. | 

One school has had to suffer from reports circulated to its det- 
riment by those who knew nothing personally of its condition. 
Such statements, known by the majority to be false, rebound, as 
they should, upon those who make them. 

We wish to speak of a few matters in particular. First, in re- 
gard to the non-attendance of Grace Pike during the winter term 
of the North School, which was consented to by the School Board 
after an understanding with the child’s parents, that her mother, 
formerly a school teacher, would hear her lessons regularly. This 
was not done because of inefficiency of teacher, but at the request 
of the parents for sufficiently good reasons. 

The law gives the School Board the right to use for repairs, 
five per cent of the total school money, which amounts to over fifty 
dollars annually for that purpose, while the district has always vot- 
ed a separate sum for repairs, which is not necessary under pres- 
ent circumstances. 

This involves the carrying of a separate account, and also the 
holding of a greater or less sum idle in the treasury, $32.71 at the 
present time. 

We would recommend the district to vote to turn this sum into 
schoo] money, and then the repairs could be made from the five 
per cent., which the School Board can legally use. 
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At the wages which we are able to pay, it is more difficult each 
year to secure teachers who have experience. We believe in re- 
taining the same teachers so long as their work is successful, but 
unless they have some personal interest in the town to hold them 
here, they invariably accept better positions elsewhere. As the 
financial report will show, Mrs. Susie B. Hurd has been paid the sum 
of $62 above the usual salary. This sum was due her because she 
holds a permanent New Hampshire teacher’s certificate, having 
successfully passed the state examination during the summer of 
1909, and by a recent act of the Legislature, there is paid to any 
town which employs a teacher holding such a certificate, the sum 
of two dollars for each week of school taught by her. Mrs. Hurd 
taught thirty-one weeks during the year of 1909-10, and the money 
received by her came from the state and not from the town. 
Lempster is not poorer by one penny by the transaction. 

It seems to us that this law and its effect should be an induce- 
ment to every teacher to fit themselves to pass the state examina- 
tion. 

As required by law, we estimate the following sums as neces- 
sary to be assessed the coming year:
